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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group II, claims 7-1 1 , in the reply filed on 3 
January 2006 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that examining all the 
does not place an undue burden on the examiner. This is not found persuasive 
because the restriction requirement was based on the presence of patentably distinct 
inventions in the claims. Applicant is entitled to one invention per application, and 
examiner has restricted the case accordingly. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. Claims 1-6 and 12-17 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement 
in the reply filed on 3 January 2006. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 7-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
5,697,904 to Raines et al. 
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In the specification and figures, Raines discloses the apparatus as claimed by 
applicant. Specifically, Raines discloses a valve for a medical fluid device comprising 
first and second inlet ports 91 and 93, and outlet port 92 wherein the two inlet ports are 
arranged at an acute angle from one another (see column 15, lines 10-54, FIG 15). The 
inlet ports feature pressure-activated check valves that allow fluid flow in the direction of 
the outlet, preventing reverse fluid flow. 

With regard to applicant's claim limitations drawn to the operation of the claimed 
valve (allowing fluid to pass in particular directions, relieving pressure, presentation of 
an indicator, adjusting opening pressures), such limitations are held to be recitations of 
the intended use of the device. It has been held that a recitation with respect to the 
manner in which a claimed apparatus is intended to be employed does not differentiate 
the claimed apparatus from a prior art apparatus satisfying the claimed structural 
limitations. See MPEP § 21 14.
